You are hereby required in the name of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to notify and warn the qualified voters of the said

Question: Shall chapter thirty-two B of the General Laws, 
authorizing any county, city, town or district to provide a plan of 
group life insurance, group accidental death and dismemberment 
insurance, and group general or blanket hospital, surgical and med- 
ical insurance for certain persons in the service of such county, city, 
town or district and their dependents, be accepted by this town?

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The fire department responded to 20 regular box alarms, 44 small 
fires, one mutual-aid call to Wrentham and five resuscitator cases 
where oxygen was needed. In addition to these calls we delivered 
when needed hospital beds and wheel chairs which ar housed at 
th fire station. 


This past year we installed one new fire alarm box, No. 217, at 
Ruggles Street. After the torrential rains in the fall, major repairs 
had to be made to the fire alarm system in addition to minor 
repairs during the year. 


There were so many calls in the fall for pumping out homes 
and buildings that we felt it was an emergency measure to purchase 
a 200-gallon pump for pumping out cellars. 


The outside of the fire station was painted by a local painter, 
and the firemen painted the inside of the building. New chairs 
were purchased and placed within the station to replace the old 
ones. New fire hose was bought to replace the old as this is one 
item which has to be kept in perfect condition at all times. 


During the past year there were two personnel changes. John 
F. Cataldo, Assistant Engineer, and Ralph Jewett resigned both 
having reached retirement age. We hope to add five new firefighters 
to our force this coming year to fill our quota of 35 men on call. 


In addition to firefighting the demands for services from the 
fire department are increasing each year, and within a short time 
we shall need more permanent help. 


Our apparatus and equipment are in good condition, For the year 
1956 we recommend $26,561.

The above calls were made only upon orders from the Doctors 
and the Welfare Department. 


To handle the above emergency calls it is necessary to have 
two extra men available and ready at all times. Some of our 
cases require three men when patients have to be transferred from 
the second or third stories of a building. In order for these patients 
to be handled properly an extra man should be available for night 
duty and an extra man for day duty. 


There was an increase of 70 calls this year over 1954 which 
has added to the expense of maintenance and handling. 


The receipts for the year 1955 amounted to $1736.20 which has 
been turned over to the Town Treasurer to be placed in the E and D 
account. 


The ambulance has been in operation for three years and should 
be traded in 1957 for a new one. 


For the year 1956 I recommend $3000.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the past year the Forest Fire Department responded to 
105 brush and grass fires which included two mutual-aid calls to 
Wrentham and Norfolk. We had several large and expensive fires 
in the spring of the year. The fall series of fires were not as bad as 
in previous years due to the extreme amount of rainfall. Due to 
this past condition we anticipate a very bad forest fire season in 
the spring of 1956. Our experience in past years foretells us that 
such events may occur. 


Our two forest fire trucks are in fair condition. The 1939 Dodge 
truck will require an expenditure of repairs after the spring forest 


fire season or it should be traded in for a new one in 1957. 
For the year 1956 I recommend $2,450.

PERSONNEL — 


During the year 1955 there were no changes in personnel. 
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TRAFFIC 


Traffic problems increase each year. There are close to 4500 cars 
registered in the Town of Franklin, nothing has been done to increase 
parking facilities, I have recommended parking meters since I be- 
came Chief of Police and I still recommend them. In my opinion it 
is the first step to the solution of a very grave problem. 


I have to put men out checking traffic to such an extent that in 
many cases our investigations of minor crimes are ahead of us. 


I have changed the midnight to eight trick to eight-thirty so that 
the man can cover the cross walk at the Library on Main St. 


The Junior Traffic Corps under the direction of Officer Carr has 
completed another year of excellent work. Since I appointed Officer 
Carr safety officer there has not been a single child involved in 
an accident while on the way to and from school. Just think of it, over 
1600 children going to and from school every day and not one single 
accident in three years. It is a record to be proud of. The Town 
of Franklin may not rate high on the list of wealth or industry but 
it is tops on safety. 


Following is Officer Carr’s report to me on his safety program: 


REPORT OF SAFETY EDUCATION OFFICER 


The present Safety Education program now in effect in all the 
public schools through the cooperation of the School and Police de- 
partments is principally the indoctrination of safety in all its phases 
to the entire student body. This is accomplished through the medium 
of safety lessons, lectures, motion pictures, and distribution of safety 
pamphlets throughout the entire school system. Posters and safety 
lessons are brought into the classrooms once monthly. Motion pictures 
dealing with safety on the street, in the home and in the school are 
shown as often as they are procurable. Frequent classroom visits are 
made to lecture and distribute safety pamphlets. 


The Safety Education Program for 1955 consisted of:

Classroom Lessons 318 
Classroom Movies Shown 12 
Safety Posters in Schools 530 
Safety Pamphlets Distributed 16,400 
Safety Poster Contests, Elementary Grades 29

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The Safety Education Program was further brought to the atten- 
tion of the general public through the following means:

Checking and Posting Skating Areas Daily in Season 


Supervision of Sliding or Coasting Areas Daily when needed 

Public Relations through the medium of our local newspapers and 
Radio Station WWON in Woonsocket, R.I., was also used in our pro- 
gram for the general public. 


I have been elected to serve on the Board of Directors for the 
Massachusetts Safety Officers League, a statewide organization that 
meets once monthly to discuss and clarify our particular safety prob- 
lems throughout the state. 


In closing I wish to extend my sincere appreciation to the mem- 
bers of the School Board, Superintendent of Schools Benjamin Thomas 
and his entire staff of principals and teachers for the excellent co- 
operation that they have shown me in my school work.

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JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 


There was an increase in juvenile delinquency in Franklin during 
1955. 


I have talked the problem of delinquency over with clergymen 
of all faiths, it is fair to say that they all agree that a busy child 
is usually a good child. Plus attending church regularly. 


I want to commend Charlie Hooper for the excellent job he has 
done with the Little League. Charlie has plans for increasing the 
playground facilities in Franklin and I hope that all the parents in 
Franklin get behind this project and make it a complete success. 

I am going to form a Board to study any juvenile problem before 
any official action is taken in any juvenile case. The board will 
consist of clergymen from all faiths plus two fathers and myself.

I want to thank the members of the police department for the 
fine cooperation that they have given me throughout the year. 


I want to commend Officer Carr for his fine work in the schools 
as Safety Officer. His unselfish attitude in given hours of his own 
time is greatly appreciated.

Gentlemen: 
I submit my report for 1955. 


During the year 1955 the Sealer performed all duties required 
by statute. Among these duties the following things were done: 164 
weighing and measuring devices were inspected. These ranged from 
the delicate balance of the pharmacist to the platform scales used 
to weigh truckloads of coal. Twenty-five devices required adjust- 
ment and two were so far beyond repair that they were condemned. 


On several occasions spot checks were made of pre-packaged 
commodities such as bread, vegetables, meats, etcetera. In all cases 
the tested packages contained more than was stated on the label. 


Too frequently it is discovered that unsealed equipment is being 
used. The laws of the Commonwealth require that all measuring 
devices be sealed. The penalty for the use of such unsealed apparatus 
is confiscation and /or a $50 fine.

Franklin CD Auxiliary Police continued its excellent attendance 
at regular drills throughout the year, averaging 92 per cent attend- 
ance or better at drills. The unit was increased to its full capacity 
of 68 men during the year. This includes a chief, deputy chief, 
- six captains and six lieutenants. A total of 16 new men was added, 
including replacements. The new men were uniformed from unit 
funds and not through funds obtained from the town, Received 
by the unit from CD funds were 25 additional traffic safety belts. 


The unit was altered during the August flood and the September 
hurricanes, and offered its men to towns where flood damage was 
severe. There were no prison breakouts covered, nor lost person 
alarms during the year, unlike 1954. The unit policed the entire 
town the night of the police dance and was on duty on Halloween, 
in addition to special details through the year which included duty 
during the firemen’s field day. 


The men are purchasing their own new hat badges and other 
equipment and are asking for $700 from the town, which with match- 
ing state funds, will purchase heavy winter coats which are badly 
needed. To date the men have raised their own funds for uniforms 
and foul weather suits. Donations were received during the year 
from the regular police relief association and the Franklin fire fighters.

The Franklin Housing Authority has had a very successful year. 


During the year we had all the buildings painted on the outside 
at a cost of $3,200.00 and we also had 10 Gas Hot Water Heaters 
installed at a cost of $1,600.00, in the coming year we expect to do 
some inside painting and also install more Gas Hot Water Heaters. 


There are twenty-eight families living comfortably at the project, 
the rents charged the tenants are set by law and are based upon the 
amount of income and size of the family, the average rent for the 
year 1955 was approximately $40.00 per month. 


In order for an applicant to be eligible, he must be a veteran 
with a low income, he must be in need of adequate housing and also 
have a good record for paying his obligations when due and we are 
pleased to report that all tenants are up to date on their rent. Your 
Authority has at all times been fair and impartial in considering every 
applicant for an apartment. 


The Town was paid $1,008.00 in lieu of taxes during the year, this 
amount is based upon $3.00 per unit month.

Other Activities 


The Planning Board, together with an appointed committee of — 
five (5), made a study of the town to rezone certain portions to 
Business and Manufacturing Use. At a special town meeting, the 
joint recommendations received only partial support from those 
attending, with the result that some land was rezoned for Business 
Use and none to Manufacturing Use. The Planning Board still is 
of the opinion that additional land in the town should be rezoned 
for Manufacturing Use. 


Town Mapping Project 


Plans are now completed and are in the Assessors’ and Planning 
Board offices for all the Southerly part of Franklin, including the 
central portion from Pleasant and West Central Street Southerly 
excepting small areas in outlying sections where there is not enough 
information to draft the lines on the maps. These areas are of low 
value and the Planning Board thinks that it would be advisable 
to wait for private surveys to be made which could be added to 
the maps. 


Part of the appropriation that was carried over from 1954 was 
used in 1955 to finish the mapping on the South side of town and 
very little work was done on the North end of town during the 
past year. 


In 1954 all streets in the North end of town and a portion of 
the lotted areas were plotted. It will now be necessary to plot the 
remaining portion and make finished maps to have all the maps 
available to the town in 1957. 
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The Planning Board is hopeful that the town will appropriate a 
sum of money to carry on the work on the North end of town and 
to make revisions as property is being subdivided on the maps we 
already have.

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BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT FOR 1955 __ 


The incidence of Infectious Disease has been large this year due 
largely to the Measles Epidemic, with 144 cases reported and it is felt 
that there were many unreported cases. The epidemic was to be 
expected and was general throughout the state, an increase of over 
35 per cent previous to Oct. 3lst. Franklin had not had an epidemic 
for three years so a large number of children were susceptible; last 
year there were but six cases reported and the previous year but one. 


The anti-polio innoculations were given to 267 children in the 
first and second grades out of 363 eligible children in those grades. 
Not one of the innoculated contracted the disease and it is planned 
to give the second shot early in the spring. The free innoculations 
were made possible by the Foundation furnishing the vaccine free 
and the contribution of services by Dr. Walter F. Crowley, C. Lincoln 
Dana and Jacob Siegel; Dr. Ernest Pastorello is to take the next 
large clinic at the Parmenter School. 


The Board of Health budget was so small that physicians could not 
be recompensed. One child whose parents did not sign the permission 
for the innoculation is paying a high price. 


This past year but five pre-mature babies were born; the aver- 
age for the five years is over seven and the expense as required by 
law will be quadrupled without doubt the coming year as the law 
has been changed from four and a half pounds to five pounds and 
will greatly increase the number for which the town must pay if 
parents have a settlement in the state and cannot pay the expenses. 


This is the first time in fifteen years that the number of Norfolk 


County Tuberculosis dropped to zero for a short period and only one 
is there at present.

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The condition of the various diamonds brought much favorable 
comment from visitors to Franklin with the Little and Babe Ruth 
League playoffs again being held at the field. 


During the summer the committee again sponsored one night 
of square dancing each week and this attracted a large number 
of young people. 


Several planks were placed on the portable bleachers and these 
bleachers were alse repainted. The permanent bleachers at the 
baseball diamond were entirely replanked. 


The Playground Committee was reorganized during the latter 
part of the year and is planning a comprehensive recreation program 
for the summer of 1956. 


The committee is seeking an appropriation of $3,500 to carry 
out this program of recreation which will provide activity for young- 
sters in all sections of the town for an eight-week period.

The Board of Selectmen was organized on March 8, 1955, at 
which time Mr. Robert C. Howe was elected Chairman and Mrs. 
Ruth Chism was appointed executive secretary to the board. The 
Board voted to continue the policy of supervising the departments 
under its jurisdiction as an entire Board rather than assigning de- 
partments to the individual members. 


$11,636.55 was paid into the Treasury of the Town by the Select- 
men as fees for various licenses during the year 1955. 


To date $19,994.02 has been received from the State as reimburse- 
ment for damages suffered from the hurricane of August 31, 1954, 
“Carol.” Approximately $2,000 more has been approved for pay- 
ment by the Hurricane Relief Board. 


Your Board recommends the installation of parking meters to 
alleviate the present parking problem. This can be done at no 
‘cost to the town as the cost of the meters can be paid for out of the 
receipts as they are collected from the meters. We feel in a very short 
time sufficient income would be derived from meter income to pur- 
chase a parking area off the main street. 


Mr. Howe and Mr. Pierrie spent many hours contacting various 
industries trying to induce them to locate in Franklin. They were 
finally successful in having a plastics and electronics firm decide to 
bring its business here. We are hopeful that when they are operating 
full scale, they will employ about one hundred people. 


In May of this year the Nason Street School Building and the 
school desks and chairs were sold to the highest bidders. The town 
retained ownership of the land. 


Our bonded indebtedness is now $534,000 having been reduced 
$50,000 in 1955. 


The Board wishes to thank Joseph Pierrie for the time and effort 
spent in beautifying the appearance of the Town Hall which im- 
provement has received many favorable comments from townspeople. 


The Board also wishes to express its thanks to Mrs. Ruth Chism 
who has served as the clerk to the selectmen. 


Your Board is most grateful to the townspeople for their coopera- 
tion and all those who assisted in the administration of our duties.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Your Public Works Department was authorized by the Massa- 
chusetts General Court to bring under a single control all activities 
which belong together. Consolidation of like activities is always good 
business for it provides opportunities for centralized planning and 
the interchange of men and equipment. The three men you elected to 
administer this Public Works Department met and elected Mr. Jack 
Nasuti, Chairman. 


Now, approaching the end of its first year, your Board of Public 
Works has this to report: It is not practicable, this first year, to 
attempt to measure results and translate them into dollars and cents. 
We know we have added seven thousand dollars additional expense 
in the salary and car allowance of the Superintendent of Public Works. 
But, in our opinion, there has been some improvement in services 
per dollar expended. We do not claim that one offsets the other, 
but we do ask you to view this seven thousand dollars as an invest- 
ment in the future. 


When the Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association sponsored the 
law creating a Public Works Department for towns, they foresaw 
the difficulties in changing from independently operated service de- 
partments to consolidated ones. To give the new Public Works De- 
partment time to prove its value, they wisely provided a three year 
period. Given time, we believe your Public Works Department can 
sell itself to the Town, but it will always be difficult to measure the 
dollar and cents results because no two years are ever comparable. 


We hope that you will keep in touch with the operation of your 
Public Works Department during this year of 1956 so that you may 
be prepared to vote by ballot in February, 1957, either to continue 
it or to rescind this consolidation of the Highway, Water, Sewer, Tree 
and Park Departments. If you vote to rescind, the Town can return 
in February, 1958, to the old custom of every department for itself. 


Management 


The dominant problem in the management of any service depart- 
ment is personnel. This is especially true in public works. And in 
any town which has given its employees the great advantages of 
Civil Service, the problem is an extremely sensitive one. In view 
of all this, your Board of Public Works selected as Superintendent 
a man who had established a reputation for honesty, fairness and 
for getting along with people. Everyone who has met Mr. Lawrence 
KE, Peck, Superintendent of your Public Works Department will agree 
that he has these qualifications. 
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Policies 


Mr. Peck has set a policy of slow rather than rapid change in the 
customs, work habits and assignments of the personnel. For the first 
year, at least, your Board of Public Works felt it advisable to go along 
with this policy. However, the consolidation of departments means 
that individual department heads no longer carry as much respon- 
sibility as before and can be replaced when retired, by working 
foremen. 


We shall not perpetuate unnecessary jobs in order to protect the 
job holder. Unnecessary jobs will be abolished, but the job holder 
will be given other work where his services can be used to better 
advantage. 


Achievements 


Mr. Peck has made some tangible improvements in laying out and 
scheduling the service work. Through no fault of our service em- 
ployees, some lost time occurs in changing from job to job during the 
day. For example, one job may require four men, but the following 
job only two men, leaving two men idle unless the work is planned 
and and laid out to meet these conditions and the Superintendent’s 
orders are carried out promptly and without question. 


Mr. Peck has made some progress on planning. A central garage 
at the Pumping Station has been designed to centralize the payroll, 
clerical, purchasing, record keeping, personne] transactions and re- 
duce their costs. This central garage will facilitate checking, serv- 
icing and repairing of all town equipment. It will abolish a few jobs, 
but no personnel. The only way any permanent personnel can be 
terminated is retirement. We have two or three of these retirement 
cases coming up in the near future. Their jobs will then be abolished. 


Conclusion 
The tax rate will not reflect the salary paid the Superintendent 
of Public Works if better planning can eliminate idle time. We have 


already observed some improvement in laying out and planning the 
work. There is room for a great deal more.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit a Public Works Department report for the year 
ending December 31, 1955. 


The Highway, Water, Sewer, Tree and Park Departments were 
placed under my supervision on June 14, 1955. This report includes 
activities which were in progress or completed prior to my arrival. 


The program and methods of procedure in the various departments 
were reviewed and a work schedule planned. Weekly Board of Public 
Works meetings have been held to consider requests from the public, 
report departmental activities, and plan future projects. 


The Public Works office in the Town Hall was arranged to include 
the Water and Sewer Department clerical work which was transferred 
from the Pumping Station. Payment of water and sewer bills in the 
new office is more convenient for both the public and the collector. 


Highway Department ° 


The annual surface treatment program was interrupted by the ab- 
normal rainfall which began in August. The entire length of the fol- 
lowing streets was surfaced with a bituminous material: Charlotte 
Court, Church Street, Cottage Street, Dean Avenue, Depot Street, 
Emmons Street, Forge Hill Road, Hillside Road, Julia Avenue, Milliken 
Avenue, Moore Avenue, Mount Street, Park Road, Pinehurst Street, 
Plain Street, and Sherman Avenue. 


Sections of the following streets were surfaced: Beaver Street, 
Brook Street, Green Street, Grove Street, Jordan Road, Pond Street, 
School Street and Union Street. 


Long periods of wet weather caused additional expense for patch- 
ing, cleaning drains, and removal of debris. Many of the catch basins 
are about one third the size of a standard unit and require frequent 
attention. Drainage throughout the residential area of the Town is 
not adequate to prevent damage to private property. A very serious 
condition exists on Dean Avenue and has been a problem for many 
years. A new drainage system has been proposed for this section of 
the town. 


oS a ee 
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Drainage should be installed on School Street to relieve a serious 
condition, at the intersection of Union Street. Surface water from two 
school yards flows to this intersection and overloads the present system 
flooding private property. 


A domestic sewer service, which was constructed through the 
storm drain on Alpine Place, obstructed the flow of water and flooded 
the area in the vicinity of Supple’s Garage. A manhole was installed 
which corrected this condition. 


Sections of gutter on a number of streets were rebuilt to prevent 
surface water from entering private driveways. Bituminous concrete 
was used to repair holes and depressions in the business section of the 
Town which were dangerous to pedestrian travel. 


Two catch basins on Main Street, near Highland Street, were re- 
placed with standard units. Additional drainage is needed in this area 
to increase the flow of water which floods private property during a 
heavy downpour at the end of Orchard Street. 


An old stone drain in front of the Fitzgerald residence on Pond 
Street was replaced with a 24 inch metal culvert. 


Franklin has ten miles of roadway without a bituminous surface. 
These roads were gravelled and graded at least twice during the year. 


Equipment Maintenance 


The following list of motorized equipment is assigned to the High- 
way Department: 5 dump trucks 214 ton capacity, 1946, ’47, ’48, ’50, ’51 
models; grader, bulldozer and 4-wheel drive truck Oshkosh with snow 
plow, all 1946 models; 1941 sidewalk snow plow and 1931 power shovel. 


A new 214 ton dump truck with snow plow and sand spreader was 
purchased this year, replacing a 1939 model. (Special Article.) 


The Oshkosh unit was painted and serviced for winter operations. 


, Various repairs were made to the five older trucks and minor re- 
pairs to the grader. 


New track pins, bushings and clutch assembly were replaced on 
the bulldozer. 


In general, equipment not replaced within 10 years requires ex- 
tensive repairs. HOGER SE: uy | 

The power shovel is used at the pit for loading sand and gravel. 
This machine, because of age and condition, does not warrant rebuild- 
ing. 
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All repairs to equipment are made at the local garages because of 
the present inadequate facilities. 


Snow and Ice 


During the year only four snow storms were of sufficient depth to 
warrant plowing. 


Numerous freezing rains required repeating the applications of 
salt and sand on the icy pavement. The new sand spreader operates 
very satisfactorily and is more efficient than the older model mounted 
on the Oshkosh 4-wheel drive unit. A third power driven unit would 
shorten the time required to sand the many miles of highway. 


A supply of salt and sand has been on hand at all times. 


The snow removal equipment was repaired and serviced for the 
winter operations. 


Unfortunately, two motorized snow removal units are without ga- 
rage accommodations. 


Sidewalks 


New sections of concrete sidewalks were constructed on the fol- 
lowing streets and the property owners paid one half the cost: Arling- 
ton, King, Main, Peck and West Streets. An old section of bituminous 
concrete sidewalk on the easterly side of Howard Street was rebuilt. 
One or more concrete slabs were replaced on Cross, Lincoln and West — 
Central Streets. 


Holes and obstructions on sidewalks, dangerous for pedestrian 
travel, were repaired with bituminous concrete. 


Approximately one half of all sidewalks throughout the Town are 
not at proper grade or are in need of extensive repairs. 


Common 
The routine care of the Common requires many hours of labor. 
A new rope was installed on the flagpole. 


Sections of the lawn should be loamed and reseeded. The walks 
should be surfaced with a mixture of small crushed stone and stone 
dust when funds are available. 
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Street Lines, Signs, and Traffic Signals 


Traffic regulation and warning signs were erected in various loca- 
tions throughout the Town as requested by the Chief of Police. 


Crosswalk, directional, and parking lines were painted twice dur- 
ing the year. A new unit was installed in the blinker light at the 
entrance of Chestnut Street. 


Bent Street 


A catch basin and 24 feet of 12 inch metal culvert were installed 
on Bent Street opposite Mechanics Place. A section of the gutter was 
deepened and widened to control the flow of storm water. Storm dam- 
age repair work prohibited completion of the project this year. 


Dean Street Construction 


A portion of the old road on Dean Street was abandoned by the 
new County layout at the Thomson National Press corner. An addi- 
tion to the factory obstructed the view of the motorist and created a 
dangerous condition for motor vehicle travel. Funds for temporary 
widening and surfacing the road were approved by the Advisory Com- 
mittee. 


Chapter 90 Construction 


A section of Grove Street for a distance of approximately 2,200 
feet on the Washington Street end was excavated, gravelled, and 
graded. Construction of the road in the new location required remov- 
ing over 15,000 yards of material. Flood repair work and the unusual 
number of rainy days prohibited completion of the project this year. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


A drainage system was installed on Pleasant Street at the entrance 
of Greystone Road. A catch basin and two manholes were connected 
to an existing storm culvert. A third manhole was installed in front 
of the Saster residence. 


A catch Basin was added to the Oak Street drain across from High- 
land Stréet. 
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An old metal culvert was replaced by two 30 inch concrete pipes 
on Pleasant Street at the entrance of Green Street. 


Drainage was installed on Lincoln Street in front of the Palumbo 
residence to divert surface water from crossing the road and flooding 
private property. During the winter months, water on this section of 
the road created a hazardous driving condition. Approximately 600 
feet of the 12 inch concrete pipe, two manholes and a catch basin were 
installed. Mr. and Mrs. Louis P. Ray very graciously granted an ease- 
ment to pipe and discharge the surface water on their property. 


Surface treatments were applied to sections of Pond, Oak and 
Lincoln Streets using an RC-5 asphalt with a pea stone cover. 


The brush control program was continued and roadside foilage on 
10 miles of Chapter 90 road sprayed three times. An expenditure of 
five hundred dollars from the nine thousand dollars maintenance allot- 
ment was approved for this project by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works. 


Highland and Lexington Streets 


A catch basin was installed on Highland Street on the opposite side 
from Lexington. Both of these streets were gravelled, graded, and 
penetrated with bituminous material. 


James Street 


The concrete pipe culvert was extended for the full width of the 
layout. Excess material from the Grove Street construction project 
was used to make the fill and raise the roadgrade. There is a sufficient 
balance in the account to construct the culvert headwalls when the 
brook recedes. jos Te ORE OFT DY OL Tee SDB 


New Street Signs 


The 26 new street signs, purchased from thé Department of In- 
dustries at the Charlestown State Prison, were mounted on two inch 
galvanized posts set in concrete. . .

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Pine Ridge Drive 


Two catch basins, a manhole, and connecting pipes were installed 
on Pine Ridge Drive, with an outlet pipe on a proposed street. The 
road was gravelled, graded, and penetrated with asphalt. 


Wheelock Circle 


Two catch basins were installed on Wheelock Circle and connected 
to the Pine Ridge Drive drain. This street was gravelled, graded, and 
penetrated with asphalt. 


Storm Damage 


Storm damage resulting from the excessive rainfall which began 
on August 18th was not as extensive in Franklin as in most of the 
neighboring towns. Daniels Street was the only road closed to through 
traffic because of extensive erosion. Several hundred feet of gutter 
were badly gouged out on Forge Hill Road and Mount Street. Danger- 
ous holes were found on most of the roads outside of the residential 
area. Filling washouts, patching holes, and removing debris required 
the services of the department for approximately three weeks. 


Elm Street was the only town way closed to traffic for any length 
of time because of flood water over the pavement. 


The concrete headwall at the entrance to the culvert under Cottage 
Street was undermined and damaged. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Works authorized the 
work for reimbursement prior to the establishment of the Flood Relief 
Board. 


Swimming Pool 


The swimming pool was cleaned, circulating pump repaired, and 
the pool filled prior to opening on June 17th. The diving board was 
replaced and a new sign with pool regulations mounted on the bath 
house. 


Two life guards, equipped with life saving and first aid supplies, 
were ‘on duty daily until September ‘6th. .Chlorine was added -to'-the 
pool during the dry season. Attendancé was réduced by the polio scare. 


After the season closed, repairs were made inside the building and 
the pump motor reconditioned. 


‘ The eduntatin'’ pipes. in the ‘pool need, repairing and ithe building 
should be painted before the 1956 season opens. 
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WATER DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The consumption of water has increased annually during the past 
five years. This year approximately 13,000,000 gallons more were 
pumped than in 1954. The pumping time increased 800 hours. The 
addition of new homes, stores, modern washing appliances and air 
conditioning units is indicated by the following figures: 


Year Gallons Pumped 
1950 184,870,200 
1951 201,733,000 
1952 209,198,500 
1953 223,240,250 
1954 225,336,800 
1955 238,478,700 


The largest amount pumped in any one day was 1,144,000 gallons 
on August 6th, and in any one month, July 24, 785,100. 


During the year 27 new water services were installed, seven old 
services renewed, two hydrants replaced, 142 new meters installed, and 
45 meters repaired. 


The water supply was adequate to meet the demand with the ex- 
ception of a five week dry period which began in July and ended in 
August. Use of water for irrigation on farms and at the swimming pool 
was restricted when the pressure in the higher elevations was insuf- 
ficient to meet the domestic requirements. 


The very high iron and manganese content in the present water 
supply increases with the demand on the wells. Analysis by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health of a water sample col- 
lected on December 1, 1955 revealed one full part per million of iron. 
This high iron content and the miles of old cast iron water mains cause 
a red or rusty water condition when the largest pumping unit is opera- 
ted or a fire hydrant is opened for more than a few minutes. 


The Board of Water Commissioners in their annual report for 
1954 recommended investigating chemical treatment. The cost for 
such treatment would be approximately eight hundred dollars annually 


with an additional expenditure of seven hundred dollars for equipment 
and installation. 


Consulting engineers and representatives from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health advise supplementing the present supply 


with good quality water from a new source before attempting chemical 
treatment. 
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Whitman and Howard, Consulting Engineers, have been engaged 
to report on a sustained pumping test at well No. 7 off Grove Street. 
If the quality of the water and the estimated daily yield indicated by 
preliminary testing does not change, at least one gravel packed well 
should be constructed in this location. A portable pumping unit could 
be purchased or rented and used to augment the present water supply 
during periods of drouth. However, if the sustained testing reveals a 
daily yield of 300,000 gallons or more from one well, a permanent 
pumping installation should be made within the next two years. 


Two broken hydrants were replaced this year. The annual winter 
checking and servicing revealed several more to be defective. Replac- 
ing old hydrants without a service gate requires shutting off and drain- 
ing a section of the water system. New installations include a separate 
service gate eliminating this additional expense and the hardship on 
those without water. 


The water main on Pine Ridge Drive was extended for a distance 
of 160 feet. Trench excavation, backfill, and the pipe were paid for 
by the developer. 


The two water tanks were inspected and floating debris, which was 
found on one of the tanks, removed. Both tanks need sandblasting, 
calking and painting. The larger tank should be given first considera- 
tion because deterioration is more rapid and the cost of replacement 
would be greater. 


The pumping station equipment operated satisfactorily and only 
a minimum amount of repairs were required. 


A fire of undetermined origin started in the shed, near the chim- 
ney, at the pumping station and burned through a section of the roof 
over the boiler room, prompt and efficient action by the fire department 
checked the fire from spreading. The proposed renovation, which 
includes removal of the chimney and shed, was considered, when 
specifiications were written for the repair work.

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SEWER DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Twelve new sewer services were connected to the system this 
year. 


A broken sewer main on East Central Street was repaired where 
it crosses the road culvert at Stobbart’s Nursery. 


A sewer manhole frame and cover was replaced on East Central 
Street near the intersection of Summer Street. Trucks passing over 
the old cover, which was worn out of shape, would push it out of 
place and leave a dangerous opening for pedestrian and motorist. 


The lift pump in the Milliken Avenue station was sent to the 
factory and completely rebuilt. When this unit is out of order, the 
raw sewage flows to the old filter beds and creates a health menace 
for the neighborhood. An auxiliary pump or replacement assembly 
should be purchased for this station. The sump pump and com- 
minutor were also rebuilt. During extremely cold weather, the lift 
pump motor has been put out of operation by a short circuit in the 
control box. A new moisture proof control device should be in- 
stalled. : 


The Lewis Avenue ejector station required only routine main- 
tenance. 


A new electrical control was installed and the compressor motor 
reconditioned in the East Central Street ejector station. 


Excessive infiltration was found in the old manholes and sewer 
mains on railroad property near the passenger station. Additional 
water entering the system in this location flows to the Milliken Avenue 
station increasing the pumping cost annually, New sewer mains and 
manholes should be installed before the proposed parking areas is 
developed. 


Two manholes in Fletcher Field should be raised to prevent 
surface water from entering the system. _ 


The abnormal rainfall caused a high ground water Condition and 
added approximately, one million gallons-daily of infiltration during 
September and October. "Overloading the primary settling tank 
shortened the detention time and only a limited amount of solids 
were removed. These solids were carried to the trickling filters 
which became clogged and inactive. Consulting engineers had pre- 
dicted this condition if the primary treatment unit was not enlarged. 
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A representative from the Massachusetts Division of Sanitation 
inspected the treatment plant. He recommended operating the filter 
at a reduced rate and by-passing the additional flow. The condition of 
the filters improved and should return to normal operation with the 
return of warm weather. 


The metal apparatus on the trickling filters was cleaned and paint- 
ed. 


Only one of the four sludge drying beds, which was rebuilt in 
1953, is in good condition. One of the other three should be rebuilt 
during 1956. 


The recirculating pump which also removes sludge from the 
secondary settling tank, was reconditioned. 


The flow meter was repaired twice during the year. When the 
treatment plant is enlarged, the meter should be reconditioned before 
moving to the new location. 


An estimated $256,528,800 gallons of sewage flowed into the treat- 
ment plant during the year. 


Hayden, Harding and Buchanan, Inc., Consulting Engineers, 
were engaged to prepare plans and specifications for a new primary 
sewage treatment unit. Appropriated funds were insufficient to award 
the contract. A quorum was not present at two special meetings 
that were called to raise an additional $20,000.00 for this project. 


Wachusetts Street Sewer Extension 


The eight-inch sewer main on Wachusetts Street was extended 
from the manhole at the Parmenter School to King Street, a distance 
of ‘approximately 720 feet. 


The addition of three new manholes, installation of sewer main 
and resurfacing of pavement cost $2,648.48. ey. 


The total cost of the project, including engineering - and re- 
cording ‘fees ‘will not, exceed $3,000. 005 _Fhe. appropriation _was 


$5,984.59. eofere

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TREE DEPARTMENT 


Care of Shade Trees 


Low hanging limbs, where they were found to be dangerous 
for pedestrian or motor vehicle travel, were removed from trees 
throughout the Town. 


The violent rain and wind storms in August damaged several 
trees which required trimming. 


The annual expenditure of $1,500.00 will not accomplish all the 
work which is needed to properly trim the trees. 


Extermination of Gypsy Moth 


The shade trees were sprayed with DDT using the mist blower. 
No serious Gypsy Moth infestation was found this year. Residential 
areas of the Town should be sprayed with a helicopter to assure better 
protection from the insect menace. The mist blower would also be 
used in the rural areas areas and for spot spraying. 


Extermination of Dutch Elm 


Two applications of spray material (DDT) were applied with the 
mist blower on all elm trees. A number of diseased trees were re- 
moved and burned. Each year it is necessary to remove trees that 
were destroyed by the Dutch Elm Disease. 


Removal of Badly Decayed and Dangerous Trees 


During the year, 53 badly decayed or dangerous trees were re- 
moved. The utility companies assumed the expenses for removal of 
branches which were above their wires. 


The balance in this appropriation will be used to continue this 
project during the early part of 1956. 


New Trees 


New trees were set out wherever possible to replace those re- 
moved because of disease or decay. The balance of the trees were 
planted in front of néw homes. OS. bSe4 
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Hurricane Damage 


Removal of hurricane damage was completed during the Spring 
of 1955. This was a continuation of the work which was started fol- 
lowing the August 31, 1954, hurricane. The Town was reimbursed 
by the State for this expenditure. 


Poison Ivy and Brush Control 


The poison ivy was sprayed in the residential area and around 
the swimming poo] using 2-4-D and 2-4-5-T. Mr. Depoto, the Tree 
Superintendent accomplished this work with the hydraulic sprayer 
Owned by the Town and the results were most satisfactory. 


Over 30 miles of roadside foilage were sprayed by the large tank 
truck with special equipment which was hired for the project. Three 
applications of the spray material eliminated the young foliage and 
reduced the amount of work involved cutting the older growth of 
brush.

SUMMARY 


Constructive planning is essential for the improvement of de- 
partmental operations. I recommend the adoption of a six-year pro- 
gram that would include all Town departments. Long range planning 
presents a clearer picture of the capital expenditures for the Tax- 
payer and reduces the political error which is often prevalent on a 
year-to-year basis. 


Highway 


The present highway garage does not warrant extensive repairs 
because of condition, inadequate size, and no room for expansion. 
The most important capital expenditure is renovation of the Pump- 
ing Station to provide adequate quarters for the Highway, Water, 
and Sewer Departments. At present five motorized pieces of equip- 
ment in the three departments are in open or unheated sheds. The 
expense for insurance, heat, light, deprciation and maintnance on 
one building, would be far less than on the several buildings now 
in use. Many of the advantages are obvious, other are intangible. 


Alterations costing $10,000.00 at the Pumping Station are man- 
datory; necessary alterations of the Highway Barn would cost $4,000.00; 
a total cost of $14,000.00. For $20,000.00 adequate quarters would be 


provided for all three departments, under one roof, at the Pumping 
Station. 


Installation of drainage is the most important highway project. 
Inadequate drainage throughout the residential area of the Town is 
the cause for many thousands of dollars’ damage to private property 
annually. A long range drainage program should be established. 


There are approximately three miles of road that should be rebuilt 
and another five miles of gravel road that should be surfaced with a 
bituminous material. However, Franklin does have may miles of 
highway with good pavements. 
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Water 


Renovation of the Pumping Station to include Highway, Water 
and Sewer Departments would reduce the present cost of operations. 
‘Heat, light, also maintenance of buildings and grounds could be 
divided among the three departments. 


A new gravel packed well is of next importance to assure a more 
adequate water supply of better quality water. A third source of water 
should be considered within the next 10 years. 

Hydrants, which are on feed mains supplying the standpipes, 
should have separate gates. Damage to one of these hydrants would 
cause a hardship to many of the residents in the area, and an addi- 
tional expense for repair work. 


Tie-ins should be made in several locations of the Town to assure 
better fire protection. 


Sewer 


The construction of a new primary treatment unit has been re- 
quested by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health and is of 
first importance. 


. At least one sludge drying bed should be rebuilt within the next 
two years. 


A new sewer line in the railroad yard at the passenger station 
should be constructed to replace an old line with excessive infiltra- 
' tion. 

- . Future improvements at the treatment plant should be studied and 


+ a long range plan for improvements established. 


Trees 

- The shade trees in the residential area require extensive trim- 
ming. A program for trimming a section of the Town each year should 
be planned and promoted. 

The annual extermination of insects and removal of diseased 
trees is recommended by the Massachusetts Department of Natural 
Resources. Helicopter spraying is the most expensive, but has also 
proved to be the most effective and should be used in the residential 
area. 

The planting of new trees by the Town should be continued. 


A program to encourage the planting of shade trees by the 
property owner should be promoted.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Norfolk, ss. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Franklin in the County 
of Norfolk, Greetings: 


You are hereby required in the name of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to notify and warn the qualified voters of the said 
Town of Franklin to assemble in the High School on Tuesday, the 
eighth day of Ferbuary, A.D. 1955, it being the second Tuesday of 
February at six o’clock in the forenoon and remain in session until 
eight o’clock in the evening then and there to act on the following 
articles, viz: 


Article 1. To choose by ballot the following Town Officers, viz: 
A Moderator, A Town Treasurer, A Town Auditor, A Collector of 
Taxes, Three Selectmen, Three members of the Board of Public 
Welfare, Three Constables, One member of the Board of Public Works, 
One member of the Town Planning Board (to fill an unexpired term), 
all for the term of one year; One member of the Board of Public 
Works for a term of two years; One member of the Board of Assessors, 
One member of the School Committee, One member of the Board of 
Public Health and One member of the Board of Public Works, all 
for the term of three years; One member of the Town Planning Board 
and one member of the Franklin Housing Authority, both for the 
term of five years. 


Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 


Article 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and Committees 
and act thereon. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, ‘with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year, 
beginning January 1, 1955 and to issue a note or notes therefor 
payable within one year and to renew any note or notes as may be 
given for a period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 17, 
Chapter 44 of the General Laws. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the following purposes, to wit: 
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1. For general government, including the Compensation and 
expenses of the Selectmen, Auditor, Moderator, Collector of Taxes, 
Treasurer, Assessors of Taxes, Town Clerk, Election and Registration, 
Dog Officer, Planning Board, Advisory Board, Field Driver, Town Hall, 
Town Counsel and other finance accounts. ’ 


2. For Protection of Persons and Property, including the pay- 
ment of Police, Bicycle Registration, Support of Fire Department, 
Sealing of Weights and Measures, Extermination of Gypsy Moth, 
Elm Beetle, Dutch Elm, etc., Trimming of Shade Trees and for 
Prevention and Suppression of Forest Fires. 


3. For Health and Sanitation, including expenses of the Board 
of Health, Inspection of Animals, Inspection of Meats and Provisions, 
Inspection of School Children, Construction and Maintenance of Sewer 
and Sewer Beds. 


4. For Highways and Bridges, including construction and repair 
of Roads, Bridges, Sidewalks, Street Lighting, Tarvia, Snow Removal, 
and all other Highway Expenses. Also for the Union Street and City 
Mills Cemeteries Street Lines and Signs, and the Maintenance and 
Operation of Traffic Signals. 


5. For Public Charities, for Aid to Outside Poor, Welfare Admin- 
istration, Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children and Dis- 
ability Assistance. 


6. For Veterans’ Center and Benefits, including Soldiers’ Burials. 
7. For Education, including all expenses of the School Committee. 
8. For the Franklin Public Library. 


9. For the Improvement of the Commons, for Swimming Pool and 
for Playground Maintenance. 


10. For unclassified accounts, including the Decoration of Soldiers’ 
Graves, Printing and Distribution of the Town Reports, for the Town’s 
share of cost of Maintenance of Norfolk County Retirement System, 
Foreclosure of Tax Liens, the various Insurance Accounts, including 
Fire Insurance, Fleet Fire and Theft, Fleet Liability and Property 
Damage, Workmen’s Compensation, and also for Rent of Quarters for 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars and Disabled american Veterans, and 
also for Civilian Defense. 


11. For the Maintenance and Operation of the Water Department 
and the Compensation of the Water Commissioners. 


12. For the Payment of Interest on Town Debts. 


13. For the payment of Municipal Indebtedness.

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of the 
Helen A. Ward Fund, amounting to Three Dollars ($3.00) for the care 
of the Ward Cemetery Lot at the City Mills Cemetery, to be expended 
under the direction of the Selectmen, or do anything relating thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of the 
Lucretia Pond Fund, amounting to Thirty Dollars ($30.00) for the care 
of Town Cemeteries to be expended under the direction of the Select- 
men, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen). 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to transfer to the use of 
the Assessors the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) to reduce the 
tax rate, from the Excess and Deficiency Account, or do anything relat- 
ing thereto. (By Assessors). 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the sum of 
Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000) from the Overlay Surplus Reserve 
Fund to a Special Reserve Fund to be used for extraordinary or 
unforeseen expenses, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen). 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100) to purchase eyeglasses and 
spectacles for children under eighteen years of age and whose parents 
or guardians are financially unable to provide them, the same to be 
expended under the direction of the Selectmen, as provided for in 
amendment to Section V. Chapter 40 of the General Laws, or do 
anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen). 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000) for the repair and main-

After the above recount, candidate Joseph Pierrie filed an appeal 
of same in the Superior Court for the County of Norfolk and there- 
after on March 7, 1955 the following report of material facts was 
entered in said case by Judge Daniel T. O’Connell.

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REPORT OF MATERIAL FACTS 


The respective parties to the above-entitled action stated an agree- 
ment as between the parties that the main and sole issue was the de- 
termination of the validity or alleged validity of votes cast for 
candidates for the office of Selectman, as instanced in the marking 
of three ballots. 


The aforesaid ballots were introduced in evidence. It appeared 
by agreement of the parties and as set forth in the Petition and 
Answer, that at the Town election the Petitioner, Joseph Pierrie, had 
received 1,086 votes and Robert R. Sharp 1,085 votes; that a recount 
under the direction of the Board of Registrars was held and the 
aforesaid Registrars made a return that Pierrie and Sharp each had 
received 1,085 votes; that at the aforesaid recount three ballots had 
been protested, and these three ballots were the subject of the issue 
pertaining to whether they had been correctly counted and credited 
as between the two candidates. 


Exhibit 1 made clear that the voter, in exercising the right to 
vote for three candidates, had marked his ballot for Messrs. Howe, 
Sharp, and Faenza. The Board of Registrars ruled the ballot was 
valid, and by unanimous vote counted the votes for each of the afore- 
said, Howe, Sharp and Faenza. I find that the action of the Board of 
Registrars was warranted, and the ballot properly and legally counted. 


Exhibit 2 disclosed that the voter, in exercising the right to vote 
for three Selectmen, had voted for two only, namely, Pond and the 
Petitioner Pierrie. The Board of Registrars voted the ballot as a 
blank for the reason that there was a pencil mark at the bottom of the 
second column of the ballot which was held to be an “identifying 
mark”; I find and rule the aforesaid pencil mark could not fairly be 
construed as an “identifying mark”; I therefore find and rule that the 
ballot was validly marked and the votes should be counted for Messrs, 
Pond and Pierrie. 


Exhibit 3 revolved around the issue as to whether the ballot 
should be construed as valid. The markings indicated the voter had 
placed a cross opposite the name of Robert C. Howe, and a second cross 
opposite the name of Thomas C. Pond. The issue in respect to this 
ballot was whether a third cross should be counted for Robert Sharp. 
The cross, at the intersection of lines, was slightly below the printed 
line indicating the box in which a cross should be placed. The up- 
per lines of the cross were within the aforesaid box. I find and rule 
that it was clearly the intention of the voter that he was voting for 
Sharp, and Sharp should be credited with the vote. 
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The Board of Registrars counted this vote for Sharp, and also 
counted the other two votes for Messrs. Howe and Pond, respectively. 
I further find and rule that the action and decision of the Board of 


Registrars of Voters was warranted, and the ballot correctly counted. — 


The effect of the aforesaid rulings and findings by me accord to 
the Petitioner Pierrie a total of 1,086 votes, and to Robert R. Sharp 
1,085 votes. Sharp was not named as a party respondent, and did not 
by any form of proceedings seek to intervene in the proceedings, and 
did not appear before the Court either individually or by counsel. On 
the basis of the aforesaid findings and rulings, I specifically find that 
the Petitioner Pierrie was officially elected to the Board of Selectmen 
of the Town of Franklin, and per force of said election, entitled to a 
certificate of election, and qualified as a Selectman.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Franklin: 


Your careful consideration of the following report is request- 
ed. The report concerns itself with the operation of Franklin’s larg- 
est and most expensive municipal department, your schools. It 
reflects those activities directly affecting the lives of one thousand 
six hundred children and, less directly, the lives of everyone in town. 


After thirty years in Franklin, James J. Doherty, Principal of 
Franklin High School, resigned his position to retire from public 
education. He served Franklin youth faithfully and well. The School 
Committee thanks him for his efforts in leading our High School 
staff so ably. We would also express our wish for his continued suc- 
cess, health, and happiness. 


A large number of candidates was interviewed in the search for 
a replacement for Mr. Doherty. We have chosen Frank T. Coughlin, 
former Principal of Great Barrington High School, to fill the posi- 
tion. Mr. Coughlin, a graduate of Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute 
and the University of Massachusetts, has undertaken his duties with 
a skill and enthusiasm which augur well for our High School’s future. 


The report of the Superintendent of Schools contains the names 
of other teachers who resigned and those who have taken their places. 


There were twelve regular and eighteen special meetings of the 
School Committee during 1955. In addition to these meetings, your 
Committee met regularly as part of the School Building Survey 
Committee. We would like to say a word of commendation to the 
town moderator for appointing such a fine committee at the town 
meeting of March, 1955. We would like to congratulate the School 
Building Survey Committee on the fine work it has done during the 
past year. 


The report of that Committee will show that within the next 
few years the schools of Franklin will be unreasonably overcrowded 
unless additional classrooms are built, The School Committee sincere- 
ly hopes that the town will take action before it becomes necessary 
for the Franklin schools to go on split sessions. 


The report of the School Building Survey Committee will contain 
its findings concerning housing needs of the Franklin schools. We 
wish to endorse and uphold those findings wholeheartedly. 
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During 1955 we have received reports from the Superintendent 
of Schools concerning the records of our youngsters on standardized 
tests. The reports indicate need for concerted effort on the part of all 
concerned to raise our standards. Among the things necessary to do 
this is a salary scale which will attract and hold good teachers. We 
have, once again, raised teachers’ salaries to what we feel is a credit- 
able level. 


Another approach to better results in our classrooms is the making 
of a non-repetitive course of study in all fields of education for Frank- 
lin. Feeling the necessity for a new course of study for your schools, 
this Committee has granted the teachers one-half day a month free 
from teaching to devote time to curriculum work in groups. Much 
progress has been made. We hope that in the near future the aver- 
age achievement of our students compared to national norms will show 
improvement. 


Repairs and maintenance to our buildings continued through 1955. 
Listed below are some of the things done:

In addition to these major repairs, a great deal of mainte- 
nance work was done on our plumbing, electrical systems, and fur- 
naces, as well as routine matters handled by our janitors, Playground 
equipment was installed at the Brick, Parmenter, Four Corners, and 
Ray Schools. 


Our budget for 1956, in addition to general pay increases for all 
school personnel, contains added appropriations for two full time and 
one part-time teacher. These new positions are necessary to im- 
prove our pupil-teacher ratio in the High School, to relieve the 
Principal of the Horace Mann School of teaching duties, and to assist 
in girls’ physical education. 


During 1955 it become necessary to employ two new busses be- 
cause of an increased number of pupils in outlying districts. New 
contracts for school transportation will have to be let in 1956. SBe- 
cause of these factors, an increase in the school transportation appro- 
priation is made. 


During this past year, the rules and regulations of the School 
Committee, last revised in 1951, have been edited, revised, and brought 
up to date. We feel that this will not only be helpful to all teachers, 
but will serve in orienting two additional school committee members 
to be elected early in 1956. 


Nineteen hundred fifty-five has been a year of activity for your 
School Committee. We have endeavored to carry out our duties of 
the moment with faithfulness and with an eye to the future. We feel 
that progress has been made and we feel that we have provided good 
education within the framework ef the financial structure of the 
town.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING SURVEY COMMITTEE 


At the town meeting of March, 1955, a vote was made to instruct 
the moderator to appoint a committee to report to the town with 
regard to school building needs. The members of that committee, 
appointed by the moderator, are Mrs, Lila Doe, Mrs. Howard Abbott, 
Mr. William Hosmer, Mr. Walter Chilson, Mr. William Goodwin, Mr. 
Kenneth Allard and Mr. Howard Henderson, Mr. Leonard Remington 
and Mr. Raymond Lougee. The latter three are the Franklin School 
Committee. 


In order to estimate school building needs for the town two things 
had to be carefully surveyed. First the committee needed to know 
how many children of school age to expect in our schools at some 
future date, which would probably be the peak year for our enroll- 
ment. Secondly, the committee had to know the number and kind 
of classrooms available to Franklin pupils. A careful study of actual 
school enrollments over the past fifteen years and a projection of 
enrollments for the next fifteen years showed that our peak enroll- 
ment at the high school level will be in 1965. By that year there 
will be five hundred thirty-four pupils in grades 9 through 12. It 
was determined early in the deliberations of the School Building 
Survey Committee that whatever the needs for new classrooms in 
Franklin the problem could best be solved by more space for the 
pupils of the junior-senior high school level. This is because we are 
to have a parochial school in Franklin which will serve the first eight 
grades. In 1965 there will be 359 pupils in the junior high school 
(grades 7 and 8.) 


The committee, knowing what enrollment to expect, then turned 
to a survey of existing facilities. We were assisted in this survey by 
Mr. Simeon Domas and Mr. John Black of the Massachusetts School 
Building Assistance Commission. They spent a day in Franklin going 
over our buildings to determine whether any of them could be added 
to with financial assistance from state sources. None of the buildings 
except the Parmenter school could qualify for an addition with state 
aid. 


The committee, which had at first contemplated an addition to 
the junior high school (later it was discovered that this was the most 
expensive plan for the town), then turned to the contemplation of 
a new building to furnish the new classrooms to house our school 
population, Since the committee felt that it should concentrate on 
the junior-senior level for reasons herein before stated, it had to be 
determined whether it should recommend a new high school or a new 
junior high school. 
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Both the high school and the junior high school lack facilities 
for a modern educational program. Some of the facilities lacking 
at these levels are library space, health room, home economics rooms, 
gymnasium space, shop space, office space, and playground area. 
These were the things that disqualified the high school and junior 
high school for state financial aid for additions. After deliberation 
the School Building Survey Committee felt that it should recom- 
mend a new high school for Franklin since the present high school 
could serve adequately for a junior high school. 


One other possibility for a new high school had to be investigated. 
That was the possibility of combining with another town to form a 
regional high school. The committee studied this situation at some 
length. It found that the initial construction cost would be less for a 
regional school than for a high school in Franklin for Franklin pupils 
only. This factor in the opinion of the committee was more than 
offset by increased operating costs and loss of control of the edu- 
cational program to some extent. The committee, therefore, voted to 
pursue a program directed toward the goal of building a new senior 
high school for Franklin. 


At the time of this report the problems connected with presenting 
plans for such a school are being investigated. We have had meet- 
ings with Mr. Haynes of Haynes Associates, Architects. One new 
high school built by that firm has been visited. Problems of a site 
for the school, an educational program for the school, and prelim- 
inary plans for its construction have still to be met and solved. The 
school building survey, therefore, wishes to submit this report as a 
report of progress. It plans a final report and recommendation later 
in 1956. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Franklin School Committee: 


| It is a pleasure to submit to you and to the citizens of Frank- 

- lin my second annual report as Superintendent of Schools. This is 

the sixty-fifth in the series of annual report. Reports of the High 
School principal, the Junior High School principal, and of the various 
supervisors and special subject teachers follow this report. 


Benjamin Franklin has said, “The good education of youth has 
been esteemed by wise men in all ages as the surest foundation of 
the happiness both of private families and of commonwealths.” It 
is a rather sad commentary on the American scene to realize that we 
are in the midst of a deepening crisis in Education in the midst of 
our greatest economic boom. It is sad because the root of the crisis 
| seems to be lack of adequate financial support. 


——— ee 
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The supremacy of the Western world is being challenged today 
as never before in our history. To meet this deadly challenge in 
the future we need citizens better educated than ever before. There- 
fore, the importance of education at every level and in every location 
cannot be overemphasized. 


Wishing for good schools is not enough. Communities have good 
schools when they are willing to help plan for them and to help pay 
for them. There has been no evidence that Franklin townsfolk have 
not been willing to support the annual school budget as proposed by 
the School Committee year after year. There has, however, been 
considerable resistance to financing new buildings. In my opinion 
Franklin is faced with a building problem now, even though ground 
has been broken for a new elementary parochial school. We need a 
new high school. Later in this report I shall cite the need and explain 
it further. 


ENROLLMENT 


Our enrollment this year in all schools is 1686. There were 1285 
in 1945. The difference in ten years is 361 or an average annual 
increase of 36. If this trend continues through 1965 our total school 
population will then be well over 2100 students. Our elementary 
school population, grades one through six, has increased from a low 
of 680 in 1945 to a high of 948 this year, an increase of 268 pupils. 
Continuing this trend through 1965 we would then have about 1325 
in the first six grades. Grades seven and eight have increased to 
‘283 this year from a low of 211 in 1948. If this trend continues 
there will be 379 in grades seven and eight by 1965. The high school 
has increased from a low of 337 in 1948 to 405 this year. By 1965 
there will be 486 in the high school continuing the trend. 


Let us assume that the parochial school now in process will 
accommodate 400 pupils during the next ten years. If we further 
assume that the parochial school will take pupils from grades one 
through eight, our high enrollment of 1704 in those grades will be 
reduced to 1304. We now have 1232 in grades one through eight 
and are short at least three classrooms. At the senior high school 
level we now have 405 enrolled. If the past ten-year trend continues 
we will need space for 486 by 1965. There will be no relief from 
the parochial school in this area since that school will take only 
through grade eight. 


It will be wise, in my opinion, to plan and build a high school 
for Franklin, This building will be needed immediately to relieve 
crowded conditions and to give Franklin modern facilities for an 
improved secondary school curriculum.

Building a high school we will be able to move grades seven and 
eight from the present Theron Metcalf School into the present High 
School. That enrollment alone will be 379 by 1965. Our High School 
has accommodated an average of 369 pupils over the past ten years. 
Space made available at the Theron Metcalf School can be used to 
relieve crowding in grades one through six.

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In twenty-three towns, Franklin ranks: 9th in average staff salary, 
13th in population, 10th in per pupil valuation, 20th in tax rate, 16th 
in taxes per capita, 15th in school tax rate, and 14th in school tax 
per capita. 


School costs continue to rise. Higher prices for goods and services, 
increased enrollment, and the up-grading of the system in matters of 
added personnel and added materials make the budget this year 
higher than that of last year. 


We are faced with a general round of salary increases which will 
add further to the over-all budget. Good schools cost money, but I 
can think of no way for a town to better insure its future than to 
invest wisely and well in the education of its young people. Your 
school administration will continue to point every effort to the end 
that Franklin gets the most possible from the tax dollar spent for 
education.

The year 1955 brought more changes in the school staff than any 
year within memory.

SCHOOL BUILDING SURVEY COMMITTEE 


At the regular town meeting in March, 1955, a committee 
‘,.. to report to the town with regard to school building needs at 
or before the annual Town Meeting of March, 1956, ...” was ap- 
pointed. That committee, comprising the school committee and six 
appointees, have met weekly during the time since its formation. 


‘ 


The committee has studied enrollment trends, present housing 
conditions, and the effect of the proposed parochial school on public 
school housing needs. Members of the committee have had meet- 
ings with the Massachusetts School Building Assistance Commission. 
Two men from the aforementioned commission surveyed Franklin 
schools. 


It has been found, through the studies of the committee, that 
the best solution for Franklin school housing needs is a new high 
school. The advisability of combining with another town to form a 
regional high school was studied. A progress report of the School 
Building Needs Committee will be found elsewhere in the town 
report and will bear out the feeling of this writer that the best long 
range plan for Franklin is to construct, staff, and maintain its own 
high school. 
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Having reached a point of departure for its work, the School 
Building Needs Committee has had Mr. Haynes of Haynes Associates, 
Architects, work with them in an advisory capacity. Plans are now 
under way to make a final report with recommendations in 1956. 


CURRICULUM 


At all levels of our schools, work on curriculum revision con- 
tinues. Final recommendations in the field of reading in grades one 
through six were made in June, 1955. These recommendations, in 
the form of a booklet on background materials in reading, are now 
in the hands of the teachers and are being tested by them this school 
year. Our aim continues to be a continuous series of educational 
experiences, grades one through twelve, which will best implement 
our philosophy to give each boy and girl every possible opportunity 
to grow educationally toward the goal of greatest service to mankind 
and worthy satisfaction to himself. 


CAFETERIAS 


Our cafeteria needs have outgrown available space. At present, 
the High School cafeteria must serve not only the boys and girls of 
high school age, but also those at the Horace Mann School and the 
Junior High School. Our system needs at least one, and possibly 
two, more cafeterias immediately. Whenever a central school is 
used for the town it becomes necessary to transport pupils and to 
provide for eating a meal in the middle of the day, since children 
cannot go home for lunch. It has been established that the best 
kind of school lunch is that prepared and served at the school site 
rather than a bag lunch brought from home. Since this is true and 
since Franklin has four central schools, Horace Mann for all fifth and 
sixth grades, Theron Metcalf for grades seven and eight, Parmenter 
for grades one through four, and the High School, the town needs 
four cafeterias. It has two. Pupils from Horace Mann and from 
Junior High School walk to the high school in all sorts of weather 
which in itself is not good. While at the High School they not only 
tax the facilities, but also disturb the classes which are in session. 


One has only to visit the cafeterias in the two locations, Par- 
menter and High School, to see the contrast. In the Parmenter School 
pupils eat in a modern cafeteria designed for the school. In the 
High School pupils from three schools eat in a converted home eco- 
nomics room, Service in both cafeterias is of equal caliber, but 
there is no comparison between the general eating conditions. At 
Parmenter the lunch period is pleasant, quiet, and relaxing. At the 
High School the period is loud, confused, and tense with cooks and 
lunchers under tension. 
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THE TESTING PROGRAM 


In order to check on the progress of our pupils and to see how 
well they compare to national averages of achievement, we have a 
program of testing using two general tests. One of these is the Iowa 
Every Pupil Test of Basic Skills. The other is the Stanford Achieve- 
ment test. 


Each year the Iowa tests are administered to grades three through 
nine in the fall. The Stanford Achievement tests are administered 
in the spring to grades one through nine. High School testing, of a 
somewhat different nature, is administered through the principal’s 
office. 


For the school year September 1954 to June 1955, the Iowa Test 
results were as follows: Four areas were tested, Reading, Work-study 
Skills, Language Skills, and Arithmetic. The tests were given during 
the fourth school month. Therefore, each grade achievement should 
be the grade number plus four. For example, grade three would be 
jwritten 3.4. It is possible then to note the achievement grade by 
grade and how it deviates from the standard of that grade number 
plus 4.

There is no attempt here to compare buildings, grades, or 
teachers. It is meant rather to point up the fact that Franklin schools 
in the first nine grades are below national norms in this particular 
test in the four areas noted above. These results, I think, point up 
the necessity for curriculum study and for smaller classes, among 
other things. 


Our Stanford Achievement tests given on May 20, 1955, tested 
reading, language, arithmetic, social studies, science and study skills. 
These tests also yield a total score averaging those tests just mention- 
ed. Our results are as follows:

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Although this test shows a smaller deviation below normal 
achievement, it still shows our youngsters three months behind the 
mational norm in all tests in this series on the average. We must 
strive continuously to modernize our teaching and to reduce the 
number of pupils per teacher. 


Perhaps the best good that the testing program does besides giving 
the overall picture of our achievement as a school system is to provide 
teachers with an accurate picture of pupil progress to compare with 
her own judgment of the work of the child. 


CONCLUSION 


In closing this report, may I quote from an anonymous source. 
“Education is a companion which no misfortune can decrease, no 
crime destroy, no enemy alienate, no despotism enslave; at home a 
friend, abroad an introduction, in solitude a solace, in society an orna- 
ment. It chastens vice, guides virtue, and gives grace and govern- 
ment to genius. Education may cost financial sacrifice and mental 
pain, but in both money and life values it will repay every cost 
one hundredfold.”

REPORT OF FRANKLIN HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL TO 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my first annual report of Franklin High School 
and shal] include material before September 1 of this year. 


As one enters upon a new school position, he is aware of atti- 
tudes, administration, cooperation and many other intangibles. Here 
I have found friendliness and cooperation from the School Committee 
through the faculty and from the parents through the pupils. A 
willingness to do things which are for best interests of the children 
of this town permeates all activities. 


) 
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Tangibles readily observed by a new principal are his plant 
facilities and his curriculum. I find in Franklin High School a plant 
operating at top capacity in so far as safety regulations are con- 
cerned and above top capacity in so far as scheduling of classes is 
concerned. Our safety regulations call for a maximum enrollment in 
the school of 400 pupils—we opened with 403 pupils. Good schedul- 
ing is indicated when a plant is operating at 80 per cent efficiency. 
The schedule at Franklin High School. gives plant operation of better 
than 90 per cent efficiency. Until a room was divided, after the 
September opening, we were using every room every period of the 
day. The division was made in order that we could teach Art and 
Health Education. 


In my humble opinion, something must be done at once to increase 
our plant facilities. Before this is done, however, it would be well 
to consider revision of our existing curriculum. ‘Studies should be 
made to determine whether or not we are serving the best interests 
of all of our pupils. Perhaps our college preparatory program should 
be reorganized; perhaps we should include more social studies in our 
General course. Is an Industrial Arts program one answer to our 
problem or should we accept a vocational plan? Should not we 
include facilities for an expanded homemaking course where all of 
the home arts could be taught—not just one phase? ~-Many, many 
questions should have definite answers and one way to find them is 
to study carefully our present offerings in relation to community 
needs. 


Over a year ago committees were formed to investigate different 
phases of our curriculum. These committees have been reappointed 
and are still studying in their particular fields. The result of one of 
these studies is a new mathematics course in the senior year. It is 
called Comprehensive Mathematics and is a review course in Algebra 
and Geometry, and a brief advance course in Trigonometry and Ad- 
vanced Algebra. The course is primarily for those pupils who have 
had difficulty in mathematics, yet who wish to go to college, It is 
but one answer to an ever-increasing problem. 


The efficient approach to the scheduling problem has resulted in 
pupils being placed in classes not of their choice and the mainte- 
nance of large classes in some subjects. This has meant overloading 
our teachers. In itself, this may not seem disastrous because many 
people must work under heavy loads today, but in education it means 
less attention paid the individual pupil with a direct loss to him of 
educational benefit. To correct this situation, we need three addi- 
tional teachers at the high school level. 


Another situation which we may face in September 1956 is the 
use of our study hall as a classroom. Already we have lost the use 
of our library and the loss of our study hall will mean using the 
Auditorium for this purpose. This is a most unsatisfactory situation 
from an educational standpoint and portends less and less pupil at- 
tainment. | we on a oe 
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In the field of Guidance, I find a well-rounded testing program 
established and a series of vocational assembly programs scheduled. 
Out of necessity, I have been devoting considerable time to the ad- 
ministration of the testing program. Much remains to be done in the 
field, particularly in the areas of individual and group guidance. 
Your school system is rapidly approaching the enrollment group when 
a full-time guidance director will be a necessity. In order that this 
transition may not be too difficult, I propose to set up a homeroom 
guidance program which, if possible, would become effective in Sep- 
tember, 1956. In the meantime, I shall endeavor to counsel all pupils 
and to advise on vocational and educational matters. It is my plan to 
confer with every pupil at least once during the year.

We should have another teacher to relieve me of study classes and 
to help with our visual aid program. 


We need fluorescent lighting in two more classrooms and in 
our Industrial Arts and Household Arts rooms to complete our light- 
ing project. <r Tong 7, — ) 
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We need floor plugs in the rooms so wi we may use our 
movie projector in the classrooms. 


Our pupils again competed for prizes offered by the Alden Club 
for the best book reports. The Veterans of Foreign Wars again gave - 
prizes to our pupils for the best historical posters. 


This year during National Education Week we had open house 
one night from seven to nine o’clock for parents to meet and talk with 
the teachers. This proved very successful. 


Our girls’ art classes do some of the work for the Junior Red Cross. 
The pupils in the grades also help with this work. Candy, tray mats, 
nut cups, paper napkins, and place cards are sent to the West Roxbury 
Veterans’ Hospital for most of the holidays. 


Religious Education classes are held each Tuesday afternoon. Re- 
leased time is given for pupils to attend their respective churches for 
these classes.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE PARMENTER SCHOOL 


TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervising Principal of the 
Gerald Murdock Parmenter School. 


This year there are eleven classes at the Parmenter School, as 
there were last year. One of these classes is held in the Multi-Purpose 
room. 


Most of the faculty remains the same as last year: in the first 
grades, Mrs. Hazel Gleason and Mrs, Ruth Masi; in the second grades, 
Miss Helen Myers, Miss Helen Leary, and Miss Marjorie Jones; 
in the third grades, Mrs. Margaret Welch and Mrs. Maybelle Pond; 
in the fourth grade, Mrs. E. Jane Maclver. 
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There have been some changes in the faculty. Mrs. Olive Ribero 
resigned in June, 1955, to continue her studies at Boston University. 
In her place in the fourth grade we have Miss Marilyn Swift of Mil- 
ford, a graduate of Manhattanville College in New York. Miss Lucia 
Ficco resigned in June, also. She is now Mrs. Daniel Valerio and 
lives in Springfield, Mass., where she teaches a first grade. In her 
place, in grade one, we have Mrs. Lucy Pasacane of Milford, a graduate 
of Portia Law School. In place of Mrs. Mary Vanston, who was a 
substitute teacher in grade two last year we have Mrs. Ann Kearney, 
a graduate of Framingham Teachers College and a former teacher in 
the schools of Newton, Mass. 


Our enrollment this year is 371 children. About 75 of these live 
near enough to walk to school. The remaining 296 ride to and from 
school on buses. Most of the children, whether they walk or ride, take 
advantage of the hot lunch program under the direction of Miss Pat- 
ricia Corbett, assisted by Mrs. Mary Dobeck, Mrs. Mary Socci, and 
Mrs. Molly Pisini. The cafeteria accommodates about 160 children at 
a time, therefore it is necessary to serve the children in two groups. 
The children in grades one and two have their lunch during the first 
half of the noon recess. When they have finished, the third and fourth 
grade children have their lunch. 


“The Health Room at the Parmenter School is a well-equipped 
unit. Mrs. Nellie I. Saunders, our school nurse, examines the children 
periodically. She also assists the doctors in regular eye, ear, dental, 
and physical examinations. She is on call at all times for emergen- 
cies and illness among the children. 


Our playground equipment consists of a slide which has recently 
been installed. During playtime the children are supervised by two 
or three teachers at all times. 


Audio-visual equipment consists of two filmstrip projectors, a 
motion picture projector with sound, a tachistoscope, a daylight screen, 
and a roll-type radiant screen. 


The Bookmobile, under the direction of Mrs. Lincoln Dana and a 
group of busy-but-interested mothers, visits the school once every 
two weeks. Each child in the school has an opportunity to examine 
many books on his own level of reading ability, and borrow two or 
three for a two-week period. 


The Multi-Purpose room and the cafeteria of the school are used 
extensively after school hours for community meetings, P.T.A., 
Brownies, and other civic, social, and church groups. 
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In observance of Education Week in November, we held Open 
House at the Parmenter School on November 9. Nearly 300 parents 
and friends visited the classrooms on that day, and enjoyed coffee and 
doughnuts during recess time. Four assemblies have been planned for 
this year: Columbus Day in October was in charge of the teachers and 
children of the third grade; the Christmas program was in charge of 
the first grade; the Washington and Lincoln program in February in 
charge of the second grade; the Memorial Day program in May in 
charge of the fourth grade. 


Our most urgent recommendation is the provision for smaller 
classes. It is difficult to provide for the developmental growth of each 
individual child according to his needs and abilities in a situation 
where the classes are as large as 39. In line with this problem is the 
present necessity for using the Multi-Purpose room as a classroom. 
We need this room for many purposes: dancing, listening to records, 
movies, games, story hours, during recess and during the long noon 
hour in inclement weather; physical education; dramatic, musical, and 
assembly rehearsals. | 


We also need a Kindergarten in each elementary school. We find 
that most children who have had the advantage of a planned program 
of readiness advance at a much faster rate in the first grade than 
children who have not had this training. This head start in grade one 
is very important to the child’s whole school life. 


Our classrooms are very bright, and therefore blackout curtains 
are necessary for maximum efficiency in the use of audio-visual aids. 
The most carefully planned lesson using films or filmstrips loses its 
effectiveness if the children cannot see the screen clearly and easily. 


The playground gets very muddy at all seasons of the year. A 
covering of blacktop is therefore recommended for a portion of the 
play area, so that it will dry quickly. 


We are fortunate in having as our custodian Mr. Edwin McGuire. 
It is our recommendation that he have an assistant for a part of each 
day. A building as large as the Parmenter School with its long cor- 
ridor, its cafeteria, its large classrooms and offices, requires more 
hours of work than one man can do in an eight-and-one-half hour 
day if it is to be kept in good condition. 


We feel that we have the ingredients for a good education for 
our children: a well-planned, modern school building, good adminis- 
trators and teachers, working co-operatively with the parents and 
children. There are unquestionably many ways in which our school 
may be improved. We are presently working, with the other schools 
in our town, on the area of curriculum and courses of study. We are 
constantly working toward our ultimate goal: maximum growth for 
each child, physically, mentally, and morally.

As the figures show, the year 1955 was a busy one, with an 
unusual amount of illness of all kinds. The “flu” which seemed to 
be everywhere at the beginning of the year was apparently state- 
wide and country-wide, and Franklin had more than her share. How- 
‘ever, no serious results were left behind, and we hope it won’t be 
with us again. 


I would like to again stress the great importance of keeping 
the child at home if he or she is not. well, not only for the good of 
the child, but to stop the spreading of the germs to the hundreds of 
other children in the schools. Working parents should make some 
arrangement whereby the child with a cold, headache, stomach-ache, 
rash, or any other complaints should remain at home, in the house, 
away from other children for at least two or three days, or until the 
doctor says the child is all right for school, This is being good to 
your child, and being fair to the whole community. We cannot em- 
phasize this enough. 
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Health films were shown through grades 1-8, and the Puppet 
Show given to grades 1-6. The dental examination, which is done by 
the State Department Dental Hygienist, will take place in January 
and February. — 


I would like to thank the P.T.A., the Salvation Army, and the 
Foxboro Race Track Association for the funds given to help defray 
the cost of the dental clinic, the milk fund, clothing, etc., for the under- 
privileged children; it is greatly appreciated. I want to express my 
thanks to Dr. Bradford Holden and Dr. Raymond Mercer for exam- 
ining the eyes of the first grade pupils. 


Without the great co-operation of the entire school personnel from 
the Superintendent down, we would have a sorry time trying to ac- 
complish our aims, My sincere thanks are given to the teachers, doc- 
tors, dentists, parents and townspeople who co-operate so often and 
readily.

TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


It is a pleasure to submit my first report as supervisor of art in 
the Franklin schools. 


The co-operation of the administration and teachers is most en- 
couraging and deeply appreciated. 


The art program in the elementary schools has been designed to 
give each child the most value possible through experience. The 
product is of lesser value than the experience. As a child’s reading 
cannot be compared to that of an adult, his drawing cannot fulfill adult 
concepts. 


At the intermediate level, more thought is given to art for living. 
The art curriculum includes home design, lettering and clothes selec- 
tion. Study of color and design is stressed. 


The art program at Junior High is also concerned with art for 
living as well as art for art itself. The Junior Red Cross program is 
part of this work. I regret that the boys in Junior High are excluded 
from the art program. 


In High School each student is encouraged to select and complete 
his individual project. Problems designed to make the student aware 
of art fundamentals and various media are included. Limitation of 
_time hinders the student greatly; forty-five minutes a week is very 
inadequate. 


The Brick School and the Parmenter School have adequate sink 
facilities. In every other building lack of sinks is a great hindrance. 
This problem is greatest in the High and Junior High Schools. 


In the Horace Mann School the storage problem is acute. There 
is no available closet for art materials. 


The art program needs crafts. At secondary level as much as 
fifty per cent of the art program should be craft work. The schools 
of Franklin have almost no craft work. 


These are our greatest needs. Now we are doing the best 
with what we have. The best could be so much better with these 
additions.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit to you my first report as Supervisor of Music 
Education in the Franklin public schools. 


During the month of September I administered the McCreedy 
Music Test to all students in grades 4 through 8. These tests supplied 
me with a good general musical profile of the students in the Frank- 
lin schools. The test result did not show the innate musical ability of 
the pupil, but rather the strong and weak areas in the child’s musical 
experiences. 


During early October a representative of a Boston company at my 
request demonstrated musical instruments to the pupils of grades 4 
through 8. As a result of this demonstration I have started 120 
students on the various instruments. Each student is given one class 
lesson per week. We are now preparing to present our first concert 
after approximately twelve lessons. The date of the concert has been 
schduled for January 16th. This group of 120 will play together for 
the first time as of this date. 


The vocal program for grades 1 to 6 is undergoing the following 
basic change. It is my belief that song books in the hands of first 
and second grade pupils are not only a tremendous waste of the tax- 
payers’ money, but a definite handicap to the child and his enjoyment 
of music, Therefore, I have revised the music reading program by 
delaying actual note reading until the third grade. The books former- 
ly used in the second grade have been transferred to the third grade. 
The third grade is also the starting point for the melodic instrumental 
music via the melody flute. The fourth, fifth, and sixth grades pro- 
vide the necessary time in which to perfect, to a reasonable degree, 
the reading of one-, two-, and three-part music. 


The seventh and eighth grades are undergoing a new form of 
musical experience, this form being the introduction of the General 
Music class which grades pupils solely on their musical knowledge 
and not on a beautiful God-given voice or any other special talent. 
It is the object of these classes to provide a theoretical and practical 
understanding of music in the life of a liberally educated person. 


Thus far the High School’s musical activities have centered around 
the formation of the 100-voice Franklin High School Chorale. In 
December we presented a program of Christmas music incorporated 
in a Christmas Oratorio. 
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My philosophy of Music Education is based on the cardinal objec- 
tives of education as stated by the N.E.A. They are as follows: 
1. Do a better and more effective job of teaching the basic 
skills and the basic fields of knowledge. 
Develop attitudes and habits of good health and safety. 
Guide pupils in learning to think. 
Develop desirable character and personality in pupils. 
Develop good citizenship. 
Understand and develop many kinds of special talents in 
individual pupils. 
7. Use the full resources of community and staff in planning 
the program of education. 
8. Command of fundamental processes.

The future plans of the Music Education Department call for 

the following: 

1. The continuance of beginners’ instrumental classes in 
the Ray, Four Corners, Parmenter, Horace Mann, and 
Junior High Schools. 

The development of an all-Franklin Marching Band. 

The formation of a concert band. 

The formation of a Junior High School Chorus. 

The introduction of an Appreciation of Music class in the 

High School for credit. 

6. The formation of a smaller and highly selective a capella 
chorus in the High School. 

7. To provide pianist, accordionist and string instrumentalist 
with an opportunity to play in an ensemble. 

8. Providing free musical activity during the summer months. 


On Wace: 


In in order to realize some of our future plans and improve our 
current activities, the following needs must be satisfied: 


1. Scheduling. 


At present the High School Chorale of 100 voices meets twice a 
week during the lunch period for thirty minutes. In this thirty min- 
ute period about fifteen minutes are devoted to attendance, distrib- 
uting and collecting music, thus leaving fifteen minutes per meeting 
for rehearsal. This situation cannot continue! As a minimum need 
the Chorale must have three forty-minute periods per week in school 
time. They are to be divided as Period I for boys, Period U for girls, 
and Period III combined. 


The High School Band must also meet in school time. 


The Junior High School needs better scheduling for music activ- 
ities and classes. At present the General Music lessons in the sev- 
enth and eighth grades are presented separately to each division, 
totaling ight class hours a week, However, I recommend the com- 
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bining of all divisions of each grade so that only two class hours a 
week will be necessary to achieve the same results. This would leave 
the remaining six hours for a more extended music program to include 
advanced brass, woodwind, and percussion ensembles, and beginners’ 
instrumental classes, etc. 


2. Personnel 


I also strongly recommend the employment of a full-time assist- 
ant in order to make the above plans a reality.

The Adult Civic Education Program opened for the fourth 
year on October 4, 1955. The classes are sponsored jointly by the State 
Department of Education and the local School Committee. 


Free instruction is offered Monday and Thursday evenings at the 
High School from 7:00 to 9:00 P. M. in English and Citizenship. While 
the courses are intended primarily to prepare the foreign-born non- 
citizen for eventual citizenship, included in the enrollment also are 
those who already are citizens but are concentrating on the offerings 
in English. 


One enrollee successfully passed examinations last year and be- 
came a United States citizen. Five other members have become citi- 
zens since the program’s inception. 


Persons interested in taking advantage of the opportunities offered 


are invited to attend any Monday or Thursday evening and enroll 
in the course.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF INDUSTRIAL ART IN THE 
HIGH SCHOOL 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I submit my report as Director of Industrial Arts in the 
Franklin High School for the year ending December 31, 1955. 

I would like to begin my report with a quotation by John F. Friese 
from his book, “Course Making in Industrial Education,’ which reads 
as follows: “Industrial Arts—one division of the ‘practical arts’ with 
character and purposes associated with general education. To the 
extent that the exploratory or occupation-finding aim is emphasized, 
it is a much-needed prerequisite of vocational industrial education. 
Each must complement the other in the selection of and preparation 
for entrance upon wage-earning trade and industrial pursuits. It also 
has other important contributions to make towards the general educa- 
tion of all students irrespective of their future vocations.” 

The Industrial Arts program is being carried out to the best of 
the ability of those connected with it with the facilities and equip- 
ment available. The crowded conditions and the lack of proper 
equipment handicap the students and therefore slow down the num- 
ber of projects they are capable of making. 

A woodworking text was introduced to the shop and is proving 
itself. With this addition, a recommendation that the course be 
changed to a five-point course and be open to all students in the high 
school is now my proposal—the real purpose of an Industrial Arts 
program. Every student, whether he is going to be a professional 
man or a factory worker, can profit by taking an Industrial Arts 
course. 

My second recommendation for this five-point course is to change 
from a straight wood course to one of a “General Shop.” The incor- 
porating of three of the arts would make for a much more interesting 
schedule. 

The drawing room is as overcrowded as ever, and here again the 
students are not able to show their best work. 

Both the shop and drawing room are inadequately lighted and 
should be looked into at an early date. 

The facilities for on-the-job training at the Thomson Press 
Company have not been used since September, but plans are on the 
way to use them again. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank the School Committee, 
the Superintendent of Schools, the Principal of the High School, Mr. 
Leonard Remington, Plant Superintendent of the Thomson Press, and 
the Thomson Press for their interest and co-operation in our work.

| I hereby submit my report of the Driver Education and Driver 
Training program in Franklin High School for the year ending 
December 31, 1955. 


This program is being operated in the same two phases as in the 
past: 


1. Driver Education is open to all students interested in obtain- 
ing a driver’s license and a Certificate. The classroom work is now 
being conducted from 2:20 P. M. to 3:20 P. M. on Friday afternoons. 
The class averages 40 students. With the new requirements of 30 
hours of classroom work recommended by both the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles and the N.E.A., students cannot afford to miss many classes 
if they hope to get the Certificate entitling them to the insurance dis- 
count. 


2. Driver Training includes the students who take the Driver 
Education program and wish to be instructed through the school to 
successfully pass the test given by the Registry of Motor Vehicles to 
obtain their license. The requirements of 6 hours of Driver Training 
and 6 hours of observation are also necessary to get the Certificate. 


Our program for the future is as follows: 


To see that all students desiring their licenses through our pro- 
gram are duly processed if they have the capabilities. 


To acquire, if possible, outside speakers such as the Safety Officer 
of the Police Department to speak to the students on driving habits. 


We wish to take this opportunity to express our thanks for their 
interest and co-operation to the School Committee, the Superintendent 
of Schools, the Principal of the High School, our local Police Depart- 
ment, Dr. Raymond Mercer, Mrs. Nellie Saunders, and the Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles and his department. We wish to thank Mr. Sherman 
of the Sherman Chevrolet Company for providing us with the dual- 
controlled car that makes our program possible, and Mr. Wiggins, his 
company manager, and all the employees of the company for their 
helpfulness.

PROGRAM 
TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Director of the School 
Lunch program. 


There are two school lunch cafeterias affiliated with the gov- 
ernment school lunch program. One kitchen is located at the High 
School and serves the High School, the Theron Metcalf School, and 
the Horace Mann School. The other kitchen is located at the Par- 
menter School. Approximately 650 Type A lunches and 250 Type C 
lunches are served daily. Type A is sold for twenty-five cents and 
includes a hot meal, dessert, bread, butter, and milk. Type C is 
one-half pint of milk and is sold for three cents. There is also a special 
milk program in operation in the grammar schools. Under this pro- 
gram children may purchase one-half pint of milk for three cents 
during a morning recess. 


Seven women, five full-time and two part-time workers, are in 
our employ. 


Both kitchens have modern equipment. The High School has 
just had a new gas range installed. However, the High School is in 
need of a new refrigerator, and the Parmenter School is in need of a 
pre-rinser for the dishwashing machine.

Dear Sir: 

I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Physical 
Education in the Elementary Schools and Director of Girls’ Health 
and Physical Education in the High School. 

The elementary schools’ schedule is covered all day Tuesdays 
and Thursdays, while on Mondays and Wednesdays I am in the High 
School for girls’ Physical Education, and on Fridays for Health Educa- 
tion for the Junior girls in the High School. 

The elementary school program is carried on out-of-doors when- 
ever the weather permits in the fall and spring. In the first two 
grades rhythms, story plays, singing games and dances, square danc- 
ing, and group games are taught. From the third grades through the 
sixth grades rhythms, square and round dancing, mimetics, stunts, 
tumbling and pyramids, group games, relays, and games of higher 
organization are included in the program. In the past three years 
through the co-operation of the principal and teachers of the fifth and 
sixth grades I have had the girls and boys segregated for stunts, 
tumbling, and pyramids. 

In the High School the girls’ program includes the following: 
In the fall, activities are carried on out-of-doors, which consist of 
field ball, archery, warm exercises and group games. In the winter, 
marching tactics, rhythmical and postural exercises, tap, ballroom, 
square and round dancing, stunts and pyramids, relays, group games, 
and team and dual sports are included in the program, Our intra- 
mural program is still in effect and proving its value, because of its 
mass appeal and breadth, rather than a few outstanding athletes 
receiving all the time and attention. We are continuing with the 
Seniors, Juniors, and Sophomores playing a few outside games in 
basketball against other schools that have the intra-mural program. 
Student leadership by Seniors is still in effect and proving its worth. 
In the spring, softball, archery, and golf techniques are covered. 

My recommendations are as follows: 

1. Another Physical Education instructor for elementary 

grades. 

a. This would enable a better-rounded program for 
more girls in Health Education in the High 
School. 

b. Time would be available for more and much- 
needed postural work in elementary schools as 
well as in the High School. 

2. More playground equipment for elementary schools.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE RINEHART HANDWRITING 
SYSTEM 


TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Sir: 


I am pleased to submit the following report on the operation of 
the handwriting program in the Franklin schools for the school year 
1954-1955. 


In the initial handwriting tests administered to your elementary 
pupils in November, 1951, 27.5% received a grade of “A” (Excellent); 
27.5% received a grade of ‘“‘B” (Good); and 45% scored less than “B”’. 
In the tests administered in June, 1955, 84.4% of your elementary 
pupils received a grade of “A”; 10.6% received a score of “B”; and 
5% scored less than “B”. 


In the initial handwriting tests administered to your Junior High 
School students in January, 1953, 28.3% received a grade of “A”; 
30.5% received a grade of “B”; and 41.2% scored less than “B”. In 
the tests administered in June, 1955, 88.3% received a score of “A”; 
9.2% received a score of “B”; and 2.5% scored less than “B”’. 


In the initial tests administered to your High School students 
in January, 1953, 47% of the pupils were satisfactory. In June, 1955, 
84% of the pupils were satisfactory. 


Handwriting certificates were awarded to 89% of your Junior 
High School students and to 82% of your High School students. 


During the school year we graded approximately 13,000 formal 
and 30,000 informal handwriting samples for your pupils. A formal 
test was administered at four teaching-week intervals and a report 
was furnished each teacher giving a careful diagnosis of the hand- 
writing of each pupil in the room. We furnished teachers’ outlines, 
folders for teachers, pupil folder outlines, room motivation certificates, 
handedness tests, individual handwriting certificates for pupils who 
qualified, graphs, envelopes, seals, etc. 


My supervisors join with me in expressing our appreciation for 


the splendid co-operation we have received from you and your teach- 
ers at all times.

In this 1955 report, a tribute is due Helen H. Feeley for her 
interest and participation in organizing the Evening Practical Arts 
courses in Franklin. 


In 1948 she realized there was need for such a program here. 
Through her efforts, classes in decorative arts and rug braiding were 
started on January 11, 1949. She was appointed director of such 
classes and continued in that capacity until June 30, 1955. 


Having resigned only because she was leaving our community, 
we must not forget the service she has rendered. Enrollment has 
more than doubled since 1949, and the courses offered now number 
eight. Many hundreds of residents have been able to avail them- 
selves of this fine opportunity to further their education and enjoy- 
ment. 


The second term of the 1954-1955 courses opened January 3, 1955, 
in the High School, with a continuation of courses in clothing (three 
classes), furniture refinishing (two classes), decorative arts, rug hook- 
ing and rug braiding. Classes closed March 24. 


The annual exhibition and open house was held in the various 
classrooms on the evening of March 30. Visitors had an opportunity 
to see classes at work as well as to view their completed projects. The 
three sewing classes conducted a fashion show, modeling garments 
made throughout the year. 


The fall term of 1955 began on October 5, and closed December 
15. The second term will start on January 4, 1956. 


The enrollment for the 1955 classes was 130, which included 25 
registered from out-of-town. Distribution of the groups is as follows: 


Beginning Sewing (two classes) 31 
Advanced Sewing 17 
Rug Braiding . 15 
Chair Caning (three lessons) 5 
Rug Hooking 16 
Metalwork 13 
Decorative Arts 16 
Furniture Refinishing 17 


For the first time a second registration period will be held at the 
opening of the 1956 session, thus helping to build a better program.

I herewith submit my annual report as Boys’ Physical Director 
in the High and Junior High Schools. 

Physical classes at the Junior High School are held on Mondays 
and Wednesdays, and at the Senior High School on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. 

The program is arranged seasonally. In the fall at the Junior High 
School, the boys are taught football fundamentals such as the different 
stances, passing and pass receiving, and punting. The fundamentals 
are then put to use by playing tag football. Play situations and rules 
are explained as the season progresses. 

During the winter the boys are taught basketball and volley-— 
ball. Basketball being the principal sport, emphasis is put on the 
fundamentals. The boys then play games with three boys on a side, 
due to the size of the room. Relays are also enjoyed. 

Springtime is baseball time. Catching, throwing, batting, bunting, 
position play, and game conditions are taught. Games are played 
every period. 

The High School program is a review of football fundamentals 
and the playing of tag football games. Indoors in the winter the boys 
have volleyball, basketball, calisthenics, tumbling, apparatus work, 
indoor softball, relays, and other contests. 

During the spring, softball is the main sport with some track. 

I recommend that the area in the rear of the High School be 
reseeded.
